A single source metal region formed over a plurality of source and drain strips 
covers more than 25% and less than 50% of the plurality of source and drain strips as 
cited in the independent claim 46; the width of the source strips is greater than the width of 
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the drain strips as cited in the independent claim 54 ; and among other limitations as cited 
in the independent claims 46 and 54.
